A VETERAN miller recently advanced 
the idea that the time was — 
when the mills of this country woul 
have to depend entirely upon steam as 
a motive power. He said that the 
streams of the country are fast pala | 
up and that he believed they woul 
eventually become so inefficient and 
unreliable as a power supply that mill- 
ers and other manufacturers would 
discard their turbines and fall back 
upon steam power as their sole reli- 
ance. We are inclined to be skeptical 
upon this point. It is probably true 
that in many sections the general and 
quite thorough drainage of low farm 
lands will seriously and permanently 
affect the power of millers located on 
small streams. We think, however, 
that the records will show the 
past five years to have been exception- 
ally dry nearly all over the United 
States, and we do not believe that the 
fate of our water powers is to be de- 
termined finally by the experience of 
any single five years. We have long 
been engaged in clearing away the 
great forests which lined our er 
rivers, and many believe that 
will permanently and heavily reduce 
the volume of water, but this has 
not been proven acorrect theory, and 
while there is water and while there 
are clouds, there is hope for those who 
depend upon water | aetyen and to 
whom its loss would irreparable. 
Until engines and fuel are greatly 
cheapened, these men will be unable 
to use steam. and the loss of their wa- 
ter power will drive them out of the 

g business.

Co., and 
that this company’s consumer is of 
little utility, further than to secure to 
its owners $150 for each boiler upon 
which it is placed. The device,.how- 
ever, is backed uP by several local ex- 
= and with the ordinance provid- 
ng that the smoke nuisance shall be 
abated, the millers are in somewhat of 
quandary what todo. Oneof thecon- 
sumers isbeing tried at the Anchor 
mill, and probably no action will be 
taken until the result of this is ascer- 
tained. 

Local millers are not quite satisfied 
that the state inspectors are ‘“‘docking”’ 
wheat for dirt as heavily as it should 
be, and have inaugurated a system of 
testing of their own. Where the n 
seems to be dirtier than is allowed for, 
the dirt is sifted from the wheat and 
the latter weighed ; and if the millers’ 
judgment is borne out by this test, a 
reinspection is called for. Some of the 
milis have joined together in groups 
and employed men to carry out this 
work. A large amount of reinspection 
is being called for in this way. The 
state railroad commission, however, 
has instituted steps to obviate the dif- 
ficulty. Extra men will be provided 
on all the wheat carrying roads enter- 
ing the city, whose special duty it will 
be to determine the quantity of dirt in 
the grain. Two inspectors for this 
work have already been assigned to 

laces on the Manitoba road, one be- 
ing located at the junction on the East 
side, and the other at the West side 
yard, and others will be placed on the 
Milwaukee, Omaha and St. Louiseoads 
as soon as suitable apparatus is re- 
ceived for making the tests. 


Many citizens do not realize how

The ‘‘Soo’’ ple do not expect, how- 
ever, that the line will cut any figure 
in grain rates until next year. There 
is not much said about what will be 
done then, but rival roads are alive to 
the possibilities of an air line route 
from the wheat fields of the Jim and 
Red river valleys to Lake Michigan 
via Minneapolis. But wheat is not 
the only thing the new line is reach- 
ing for. The new road eastward pass- 
es through some of the nest 
undeveloped lumber coun in Wis- 
consin. Between the St. Croix and 
Gagen the road taps the Wieconsin 
river region, both full of pine and hard 
woods. Farther on east the road is in 
easy reaching distance of the Menom- 
inee and Gogebic iron ranges. A num- 
ber of thriving towns are springing up 
all along the line. At the west end of 
the system there are many rumors of 
schemes, but the management kee 
dark and give no intimation of their 
intentions. The Minneapolis & Pa- 
cific is said to have absor the Du- 
luth, Huron & Denver schemeand will 
probably run the grade to Huron, Da., 
immediately, thus paralleling the 
Manitoba. The Grand Forks people 
are also quite anxious to have the 
Minneapolis & Pacific build up the Red 
river valley to them and offer big in- 
ducements. This may be done, though 
the project is not yet settled upon. 
Minneapolis & Pacific workmen are 
pushing on westward from Oakes, Da.

Now that there is a prospect of 
wheat having a price some time in the 
near future, and, more’s the pity, a 
low price at that, the manufacturers 
of flour are beginning to figure on the 
Chinese trade again, says the Port- 
land Oregonian of Aug. 6.

Of course no 
flour made from the high priced wheat 
of the past few months can be shipped, 
but as soon as wheat begins to come in 
at the present prices, fiour will be 
cheaper, and then Portland millers 
will ship to China. The best me 
which could be got here now is t 
$1.10 for valley and $1 for Walla Walla 
wheat, and farmers are very slow to 
sell at these prices. Portland could 
furnish considerable flour for shipment, 
as the mills controlled by the Port- 
land Flouring Mills Co. alone can turn 
out 2,500 bbls per day.

The receipts of barrel stock by 
roads last week were as follows: Mil- 
waukee, 2 cars; Omaha, 2; Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis, 2; Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, 1; Minneapolis & Pacific, 7. 


Both members of the firm of Fix & 
Jax, of Cazenovia, Wis., spent several 
days in the city last week, looking 
over the stock market. They reporta 
general scarcity of bolts, but think 
the supplies in other lines are good. 


Chicago. manufacturers and dealers 
are waiting for the fall trade to begin, 
says the Northwestern Lumberman of 
Sept. 3. During the week the demand 
for pac s§ and coopers’ stock has 
been steady, the supply about equal- 
ing the demand, while prices remain 
fmergsineee se | unchanged. Lard tierces 
are quoted at $1 to $1.05, and pork bar- 
rels at 90 to 95 cents each. Some of 
the operators have been out of town 
during the week, and the general trade 
is featureless. 


W. P. Coffman, superintendent of 
a stave factory at Brunswick, Penn., 
is under arrest on the charge of mur- 
dering a negro named Jas. Eastman. 
The latter’s body was found in the riv- 
er in a sack, and had been perforated 
with five bullets. Coffman was at first 
accused of running the ne out of 
the country, and with Dick Walker, 
Chas. Webber and Al. McMahan, other 
employes of the same factory, was 
placed under $750 bonds. On the dead 
man’s body being found, Coffman was 
rearrested, but the other parties es- 
caped. 

The plan —— of settling -differ- 
ences between local coopers, by buy- 
ing out the Hardwood-Storage OCo., as 
outlined in this department last week, 
has fallen through, and matters seem 
as complicated as ever. It was the old 
trouble—the North Star Bbl. Co. failed 
to see the wisdom of joining in the 
scheme, and this knocked it over. The 
other shops say that they have made 
every possible effort to secure the co- 
operation of the North Star shop 
in some reasonable adjustment of 
affairs and signally failed in their 
purpose, and now if severe measures 
are resorted to in further dealing with 
the recalcitrant concern, it_is that in- 
stitution’s own fault. It is covertly 
given out that avery decided policy 
may be expected hereafter from the 
Knights of Labor toward the above 
shop. The Hennepin Bbl. Co. is now 
upon very amicable terms with the as- 
sociation shops. 


A local paper gives this description 
of the paper barrel recently perfected 
by J. T. Seiberling, of Akron, O.: “Its 
general appearance is that of a com- 
mon barrel thickly varnished, while 
only five pieces are used in making. 
It is bound with ordinary wooden 
hoops, the head is one piece and fits 
in the barrel air tight. No nails are 
used in putting the barrel together. 
The body is seamless and the interior 
and exterior are glazed with a sub- 
stance. which renders the barrel im- 
pervious to moisture. The pulp used 
in the construction of these Corre is 
obtained from strawboard, so that the 
material will always be obtainable. 
The cost of manufacture is no greater 
than that of the wooden article and 
one machine requiring two men can 
make 600 barrels a day. Mr. Sieber- 
ling is at present engaged in making 
some improvements in the machine 
which will increase its capacity to 900 
barrels a day. The barrels will be 
manufactured at the Seiberling straw-

The appended account of the burn- 
ing of the Anchor Mfg. Co.’s works 
near Detroit, Mich:, on the eniesem | 
of Aug. 26, is given by the associate 

press : The works of the company, lo- 
cated on the Ruge river, eight miles 
west of Detroit, were almost com- 
pletely consumed. The men were just 
starting to work when the flames 
burst out in the new kiln, a large 
two-story building filled with inflam- 
mable materials. The fire quickly 
spread to another kiln adjoining the 
rst, and then seized on the ware- 
house with its valuable contents of 
material ready for manufacture. 
There being practically nothing to 
stop the flames, they soon spread to 
the boiler rooms, thence to the mill it- 
self.. Immediately on the discovery 
of the fire the men tried the mill fire 
apparatus, but the fire was too great 
to be affected by it. Help was called 
from Detroit, but it came too late to 
save the mill. Before its arrival the 
cooper shops had caught and the two 
vats quickly followed. Piled in the 
yard close to these buildings were 
$50,000 worth of staves which burned 
like tinder. Within thirty minutes 
after the fire was discovered the en- 
tire mill was in flames. The two 
engines sent from Detroit devoted 
their energies to the new a mill 
and boiler rooms, and succeeded in 
saving them. The fire was burning 
until noon. Several theories as to 
cause of the fire are given, but if is 
not positively known how it caught. 
The most probable theory is that it 
started by spontaneous combustion in 
the dry kiln. The buildings burned, 
with the loss on each, are as follows: 
The new kiln, $20,000; second kiln, 
$20,000 ; warehouse and contents, $25,- 
v00; old boiler rooms, $5,000; miil 
proper, dimensions of which were 
275 feet, nearly $100,000 ; cooper shop, 
$10,000; two vats, $2,000; heading 
and staves in the yard, $50,000. The 
insurance is $61,C00. Owing to the 
inflammable nature of the buildings 
and material it was impossible for the 
company to secure insurance on 
them. e work of rebuilding was 
commenced at once, and it is under- 
stood that the new structures will be 
of brick and stone. C. E. Cottrell, 
who recently bought out the Minne- 
apolis branch of the company, though 
yet a stockholder of the parent con- 
cern, has gone on to Detroit on business 
in relation to the fire. Mr. Cottrell 
states that the item published in our 
last issue relative to the controlling 
interests in the Anchor Co. being 
held by the New York sugar refiners 
—the Havemeyers, is erroneous. 


The sales of barrels fell off some- 
what last week, but were still compar- 
atively large. The number manufac- 
tured, on the other hand, took a jump, 
and passed the sales. The shops, as 
indicated by the make of barrels, are 
most all being operated at a pretty 
good pace, and are evidently fairly 
prosperous.

For instance, 
82s to 32s 6d per 492 lbs for No. 1 Bom- 
bay, 31s for No. 1 Calcutta, and 30s for 
No. 2 Calcutta, are quite too much to- 
pay when we can get the other and 
tter qualities at the prices named 
above. No. 1 Californian off the coast 
is now worth only 31s 6d@32s per 500 
Ibs, the last price paid for an arrived 
cargo — about 40s, which was, of 
course, under the auspices of the now 
defunct ring. According to the latest 
cable reports from San Francisco, the 
operations of the ring are still unset- 
ed, and it is presumed will remain so 
until a judicial inquiry settles the 
question. Meanwhile the call board

“Broker,”? .New York: ‘Enclosed 
clipping is a commentary on the New 
York city grain trade during the past 
four years. It ‘gets away with” the 
flour mills, although it is an exception 
where some change in a mill as regards 
partners or managers has not occurred 
since 1883. There are about seventeen 
mills in Minneapolis. It might inter- 
est your readers to know if they have 
stood the racket better than New 
York’s speculators :

W. Moore 
has retired from the firm of Crocker, 
Fisk & Co., and is succeeded by L. W. 
Campbell. The Washburn Mill Co. has 
bought the Palisade mill. J. A. Chris- 
tian’s death caused a reorganization of 
the firm of J. A. Christian & Co. and 
Frank R. Pettit is a member of the 
new firm of Pettit, Christian & Co. 
The Christian Bro. Mill Co. succeeds 
Christian, Bro. & Co. W. F. Cahill’s 
death caused a reorganization of the 
firm of Cahill, Fletcher & Co., it being 
succeeded ao Galaxy Mill Oo., of 
which A. ©. Loring is the new member. 
Morse & Sammis succeeded Wheeler, 
Hineline & Co., in the St. Anthon 
mill and also leased the Union mill ab

D. R. Barber made a vacancy in ‘the 
firm of D. R. Barber & Son, but the 
firm name has not been changed. The

Phoenix are therefore the only mills in 
the city which have remained under 
precisely the same ownership and man- 
agement the past four years. The 
smallest mill in the city, now known 
as the Victoria, has changed its name 
once, and its ownership several times, 
during that period, and is now idle. 
In all this list, however, there was but 
one failure, and that was the firm of 
Wheeler, Hineline & Co., which was 
the result of reckless management and 
not attributable to unprofitable mill- 
ing, the. mill having since proven a 
profitable one under good manage- 
ment. 





The Mills of Winona, Minn. 


» A recent article descriptive of. the 
leading features of Winona, contained 
the following regarding the mills of 
that city :

000 bus of wheat annually, which comes 
from the company’s own warehouses 
and elevators, about 40, in various 
parts of Dakota. The products of this 
mill are shipped to parts of the 
United States and Euro The com- 
pany was incorporated in 1879, with a 
capital of $300,000. The present officers 
are R. T. Doud, president; ©. Doud, 
vice president; G. M. Brush,-.secretary 
and general manager; H. E. Brooks, 
superintendent, and O. S. Pierce, 
cashier. 

The L. C. Porter Milling Co. has the 
oldest steam merchant mill on the up- 
per Mississippi. It was erected in 1874, 
with a capacity of 250 bbls per day, 
and has since been increased from time 
to time, and is of 1,200 bbls per day ca- 
, The company uses text wheat 
mostly, which comes from Minnesota 
and Dakota, in which territories they 
have a large number of warehouses 
and elevators of theirown. They find 
a ready market for their high grades 
of flour in all parts of this country and 
Europe. Several years since at New 
Orleans, as one of 69 competitors, the 
L. ©. Porter mill showed the best 
product. 








The average annual wheat produc- 
tion in 13 countries of Europe is 1,183,- 
503,124 bus.

to remove it from store and cancel the 
receipts.

In the matter of regrinding and re- 
corrugating rolls, a German exchange 
says that in some mills these processes 
seem to be needed much oftener than 
in others. This fact it believes to be 
due to the cheap mills turned out by 
manufacturers and the hard usage they 
get after purchase. When made of 
good material and properly used they 
should seldom require redressing in- 
side of one to two years. In many 
cases the mill owner himself is blama- 
ble for the use of poor mills, as too 
much heed and credence may be given 
to the miller’s opinion and a mercen- 
ary policy obtain. When rollers do 
wear out in four or five months, the 
operation of the mill should be looked 
into, for there are many mills in which 
the same rollers (if good) may be 
worked with excellent service, four, 
five or six years. 


Referring to the milling industry of 
Berlin, Berliner Miiller-Zeitung says: 
An appreciable improvement was to 
be noted for 1886 as against 1885, this 
being especially the case in the last 
half of the year. From about 880,000 
bus in 1885 the consumption by the 
mills increased in 1886 to 6,490,000 bus, 
an amount of grain which is probably 
used in no other place in the world for 
the manufacture of Berlin’s particular 
product—high grades of rye flour. Ev- 
ery effort has m put forth by the 
mills to produce the most satisfactory 
goods in the cheapest manner, and in 
the endeavor not only to hold their 
present marketing territory, but to 
enlarge upon it. Their flour is sold 
all over Germany, except in Mechlen- 
burg and Prussian provinces of Pom- 
erania, East and West Prussia, Posen 
and Silesia. It is also shipped to Scan- 
dinavia, Holland, Belgium and En- 
gland. Shipments to outside countries 
are still capable of much increase and 
if not overwhelmed by destructive 
new tax regulations, this increase will 
doubtless occur. Bran also met with 
a, ready sale throughout 1886. 


Late Austrian statistical publica- 
tions show that the flour shipments of 
Trieste by water in 1886 were 685,054 
bbls, an increase over the figures of 
former years, which were 612,711 for 
1885, 584,548 for 1884, 649,776 for 1883 
and 613,187 for 1882. The shipments 
for 1886 went mainly to the Austrian 
and Hungarian ports, being shipped 
gregat- 
ing 292,076 bbls. Next in order were 
Great Britain and Ireland taking 164,- 
809 bbis. Brazil received 78,750 bbls 
Turkey 46,487, the Neapolitan district 
32,557, Egypt 23,907, and India 11,250. 
The s gen from this place by rail 
are small, being 16,032 bbls in 1886, 13,-

In my last article success was ac- 
corded the “reconstructed system” 
through the channel of output, but 
necessary considerations are requisite 
before according it the praise due a 
system which contains the principles 
essential to the supplanting of ual 
reduction milling proper. It will fur- 
ther be noticed that, in the decision 
rendered, the two essential ints, 
purity and percen as ideal chan- 
nels to success, have individually been 
ignored, but have been consolidated 
with output in order to arrive at a 
definite financial conclusion. In re- 
viewing the considerations above, very 
many points of interest will arise, es- 
pecially aera to reconstructed 
milling, wherein will be met certain 
methods of mechanical ae ot 
which forms in itself a reliability of 

urpose which is regarded as insepara- 
Ble from the system itself with refer- 
ence to success attainable. The same 
pf rer ene of like machinery in grad- 
ual reduction is not regarded as an 
imperative or primary principle, but 
auxiliary. About the first considera- 
tion that attracts attention is the utility 
of producing soft flour as an establish- 
ed procedure for future action. The 

ulating and also the grinding per- 
Semances n the reconstructed meth- 
od must, in the necessary course of 
pro: ion and finish, be, and are 
productive of this style of flour. As 
has before been noticed, the best point 
of flour thus made is that of color, but 
while this is the feature, it remains a 
fact that the product is a soft one, and 
the color is attained at the expense of 
the reduction of particles, very much 
in contrast with igh roller milling. 
The tendency of action of a soft flour, 
though possessing good color, is to re- 
sist water, which is not to be preferred 
for bakers use a and is 
therefore only available for family use, 
and the manufacture of crackers. A: 
however, remedies this evil (if time 
enough be given it to recuperate) to a 
certain extent, but the consideration 
is one to be pronounced a national and 
universal requirement, whether it be 
for universal good on tpperd Ars to so 
frame a milling system as roduce a 
soft flour or a sharp one? ich will 
give the greatest satisfaction to the 
greatest numbers? In this I make no 
allusion whatever to legitimate short 
—s products, as it is well known 

y that these are the especial 

claims set forth by the supporters of 
the system, ‘“‘that the flour has su 
rior color;’’ “that bread from 
style flour does not dry out;’’ and one 
fellow is so enthusiastic that he says: 
“A 90 per cent product made on the 
short system —" was selling alon 
side the best made flours in the lan 
high patents of small percentages.” 
Therefore, I make no allusion to this 
style of manufacture here but confine 
myself wholly to the productions of 
long system milling, and the system 

rowing out of long system mill- 

ng, which I have named “recon- 
structed milling.’ The perform- 
ances of short system mills I will 
probably reach some time in the fa- 
ture, when I will consider the points 
of the system as claimed. If color 
alone be the chief aim of milling, then 
it is well known to millers that certain 
varieties of wheat are obtainable to 
produce it, and if the nation can be 
educated to straight grade flours alone, 
as high grades, then these color wheats 
could be extensively raised to further 
this design. The question is a broad 
one, admitting of home and commer- 
cial considerations which must be 
settled on the basis of competition, 
a only as regards systems, but na- 
ons. 


An important aid to the production 
of color is found in the use of wheat 
heaters, whereby the bran can be so 
toughened as to admit of but slight 
abrasion as the wheat is being reduced. 
Of course in this connection, arises the 
fact that where heaters are in use, 
short surfaces are not general, but 
may be brought into use in the sys- 
tems under consideration, either the 
long, or reconstructed, as both systems 
re long 8 throughout the 








entire mill, except in certain positions, 
from whence we, a system.

on here asserts itself: Will the mid- 
dlings produced make as good a per- 
centage, and will the qualities of the 
first patent flour be as good as that 
ee from the best selected mid- 

lings from the long system, as repre- 
sented af the formulz to which this 
test is subjected, and will the remain- 
ing flours be equal in quality, percent- 
ages and yields? This is one of the 
most vulnerable points to receive con- 
sideration here, and an opinion as to 
its merits and continuity of purpose 
can be formed by using the St. Louis 
pos ae in connection with fast 
milling on rolls. Whatever was found 
detrimental in fast milling by buhrs as 
then used, so in like proportion will 
the difficulties exiet in fast milling by 
rolls, according to the consistency of 
grinding performed. 

Fast nding means few and fine 
middlings, hot chop (unless produced 
by extended surfaces), and lacerated 
bran, more grime on the necessary fric- 
tion created to produce such an out- 
put as the system calls for, while over- 
worked surfaces require frequent re- 
corrugating, in order to produce clean 
work at the finish. While all these 
points exist in the system under in- 
vestigation, and while at the same 
time they are not to be ignored, or re- 
futed, and must bear investigation 
with a system known to produce ex- 
cellence through purification and mid- 
dlings production, though curtailed in 
output, it remains a mone ques- 
tion in construction of plant only, pro- 
viding any doubt exists relative to the 
production of soft flour, because, as is 
well substantiated, while flours and 
strong ones also are produceable under 
the long system, but if, on the other 
hand, the world favors the qualities of 
fast production, it yet remains a fact 
that the reconstructed system shoves 
ahead through the medium of output. 
The education of the world’s markets 
previous to new process milling was in 
the line of consumption of straight 
grades, with as little eyreg. of low 

esas possible. If, then, the same 
dea can be instilled into the minds of 
consumers, and it is found that even 
straights can be so manufactured as to 
meet trade requirements equally as 
well under the reconstructed system 
as under the gradual reduction sys- 
tem, so that patents will be entirel 
ignored and not called for, again will 
be seen the effects of a heavy output. 


But here appears another equally pun- | be 


gent query: If the world is not 
ready to be —— of patents, the 
perfection of which grade has cost a 
mint of money, and it is known that 
under the reconstructed system this 
e is not made, does wisdom stimu- 
te the endeavor, or local require- 
ments suggest a change of system? 

I presume every head miller in a 
mill of any pretensions would prefer 
to run his mill on straights entirely, 
to the exclusion of thé patent, with its 
annoying percentages. This I can 
answer for as re myself, and pro- 
viding the world can be educated to 
the system involved in straight grade 
milling, the ae point on 
the system qualified preeminently for 
the production of the purest and 
strongest goods, coupled with yield and 
pha and the greater the output, 
providing the former can be retained, 





so in like manner will be the financial 
benefit, as before depicted. 

As this is of natio not simply lo- 
cal interest, it likewise mes & mat- 
ter of ve consideration, how to 
produce? And the answer is contained 
within the confines of gradual reduc- 
tion milling as practiced, and recon- 
structed m as suggested and in 
part exemplified, short system milling 
not legitimately to be considered in 
this connection. While I s thus 
of short milling, I would not be under- 
stood as condemning the system, as I 
accord it its legitimate position and 
usefulness, but not in the connection 
referred to, because, if so considered, 
it must necessarily fail of accomplish- 
ment for reasons well known to think- 
ing and observing men.

For instance, in the matter of yields, 
mistakes so happen that units are re- 
corded when the tenths slip out un- 
noticed, making the calculation erron- 
eous and misleading.

The Dockage on New Wheat. 


Complaints from Moorhead, Minn., 
about excessive dockage made at Du- 
luth on new wheat on account of dirt, 
have elicited the following statement 
from R. C. Burdick, manager of the 
Great Northern elevator at Duluth, 
to the Tribune: 

‘All past experience in the matter 
of judgment on the part of the in- 
spectors isn’t worth a copper—they 
are simply bewildered, and in their 
desire to do justice to all parties can 
not place any figures on extremely 
dirty wheat, but order it to the eleva- 
tors to be cleaned. Such lots of grain 
as they have set a figure on are in 
many cases wide of the mark. For in- 
stance, here is a list of five cars in 
which a dockage of 2 lbs per bu was 
placed on three of them and 2} on the 
other two. After being cleaned and 
weighed I find that two of the 2 lb cars 
have shrunk 3} Ibs and the other 23 Ibs 
to the bushel. The two 2} 1b cars 
shrunk 3} lbs each, and in round num- 








rs we are out nearly ten bushels to 
each car. Mr. Rupley, superintendent 
of the Lake Superior system, showed 
me yesterday a list of 33 cars on which 
they will experience a loss of 320 bu 

they having cleaned out that amoun 

more dirt than was estimated by the 
state inspector. No matter how much 
or how little the dockage is, some of 
the worst ones we are obii to clean 
seven or eight tinies—for we must 
clean it till it suits the state inspector, 
and until he pronounces it fit for ship- 
ment, though it shrinks twice or three 
times the amount he has placed upon it. 
Some of the cars I named above were 
cleaned seven times, and whether we 
clean it once or seven times, the clean- 
ing charges are the same—half-a-cent 
covers it all. Now while business is 
slack, Inspector Shely is Stoops in 
most of the worst ones ‘to clean,’ which 
means we are to clean them at once, 


and this is done under the supervision 
of a state er who carefully 
weighs it ‘in dir? and again after 
it is cleaned one, two or seven 
as the case may demand, the difference 
of course being s! in cleaning. 
In a list of 20 cars which we have 
cleaned under Mr. Shely’s orders, the 
lightest shrinkage on any one car is 
22 bus and the heaviest is 53} bus. Per- 
haps. some of them are the cars alluded 
to by the Moorhead parties.”

“To be ‘slick’ is to be able to 
sell the milling public flow sheets 
for the running of mill stock in mil 
and the general information tha 
those who pay for it suppose one pos- 
sesses from whom they buy. If the 
columns of a first class journal are 
used for the quiet advertisement of 
this practice in a covert way, I char- 
acterize it as a ‘slick’ proceeding, with- 
out any reference to the gentleman’s 
private character.”’ 

I have no idea that Mr. Putnam 
would make a statement knowing it 
to be untrue. In this-instance he has 
made a statement without knowing 
that it wastrue. The fact is thatI am 
not in the flow sheet business. Dur- 
ing a period of eight years in which I 
have been connected with the milling 
work, I have made diagrams for three 
mills. It has been my practice for the 
most part not to do this kind of work. 
However, if I wanted to into that 
business, I would regard it as perfect- 
ly legitimate. I merely mention this 
matter asitis to show that Mr. Put- 
nam is very careless about what he 
says. 

n this same communication I am 
challenged to name the user of a cer- 
tain kind of a shaker. I cannot feel 
that I would be justified in placing 
the name of any one in a position to 
be handled as unjustly as Mr. Putnam 
is disposed to handle the names and 
characters of those who happen to dis- 
agree with him. As a justification of 
my position, I make the following 
quotation from his communication: 

“Tf he does not give his justification 
of his warnings against the short sys- 
tem to his readers, I am inclined to 
doubt his ‘friends and confidants’ be- 
= reliable.” 

cannot feel that I would be justi- 
fied in placing any one in a position to 
be addressed directly in this way. I 
have never drawn the name of any 
miller into these Notes, and I would 
not be justified under any circumstan- 
ces in mentioning a name in connec- 
tion with a record of failure.

This was merely one more thing to 
a on the necessity for grading, 
which every one understands. 
anecessity which makes it necessary 
to operate uniformly upon each grain 
of wheat at the time of its first re- 
duction. As to just how n 
such a uniform operation may be, 
could very properly be a subject of 
consideration. One might question 
the wisdom in a business sense of 
grading the wheat for the first break 
on 2100 bbl mill. It might be ques- 
tioned as to whether the end would 
justify the means. In larger mills, 
where there is more than one of 
rolls for the first break, there less 
question. Then again is to be consid- 
ered the proportion of small grains in 
the wheat, and the exact benefit to be 
derived from the operation of separat- 
ing the small from the large grains. 
Theoretically it is highly important 
to carry out certain principles which 
a business end, under certain circum- 
stances, os not justify. Again 
there are those who question the 
desirability of rete e wheat at 
all—that is, splitting it-for the purpose 
of taking out crease dirt, or low e 
flour. The adherents of such a theory 
claim that the low grade flour taken 
out by the first reduction, which 
splits the wheat, is made by the ma- 
chine itself, or by the reel or other de- 
vices which follow the rolls. Then 
comes the crease dirt advocate, who 
states that low le flour is devel- 
o by the first break operation, and 
at such flour is derived in a way to 
be recognized where the wheat is re- 
duced so as to merely split it; that it 
would be there just the same, even if 
the wheat were crushed. t the 
fact that the low grade is not recog- 
nized when the wheat is crushed, 
owing to there being so much larger a 
roportion of white flour in the mix- 
ure, and it is there just the same, and 
that the flour would be that much 
better if it had been removed previous 
to the rapid reduction. Then there 
comes an answer to this, that by 
en oe wheat more rapidly on 
the first break than the mere splitting 
of it would justify, the ordinary blue 
first break flour is not produced, be- 
cause the stock is so much softer that 
it is not made by the machine, or in 
the reels or other devices which fol- 
low it. If this is true—and who can 
say whether it is or is not—then there 
is no ticular necessity for 
wheat, unless it be for the mere ad- 
vantage in the ding it, which ad- 
vantage might questioned. One 
may have his ideas on any point of 
this kind. Ittakes time and united 
apes to settle these ints. 
I have always been an vocate 
of the theory that a first break 
which would split the wheat is a good 
thing. That was my opinion, and 
there is a "ea 4 large number of mill- 
ers who think the same way.

An exchange says that the employ- 
ment of but one purifier in small stone 
mills is often the cause of much 
satisfaction. If the milling is high 
enough to produce considerable good 
middlings, the feedstuffs are not puri- 
fied; or if the feedstuffs are cleaned 
the middlings must be neglected. As 
a rule these mills have one, or at most 
two purifi and it is an ee a 
to produce desirable results with th 
number of machines, however small 
the mill pam fo It must be especiall 
remembe that it is quite a second- 
ary matter how much material is to 
be handled; for the fandamental fact 
remains that it must pass very often 
through the agi in small as well as 
in large mills. The small miller is 
forced to dress all the middlings he 
produces as rapidly as possible and to 
_——* as much as he 2 Ce pro- 

uction of tailings. Many millers will 
aay that these views are expressed 
solely in the millfurnisher’s interest 
and that their financial condition al- 
lows them no choice in the matter.

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The general situation in the flour 
market is without material change, 
trade ruling moderate with a disposi- 
tion still to buy only such lots as may 


be required from day to day, to meet 
resent necessities. No one shows any 
clination to buy ahead, although the 
feeling that prices are going lower has 
worn away to some extent. On the 
_ other hand, dealers do not look for 
any higher prices as a rule, and seem 
content to keep in the old hand-to 
mouth rut. The fact that competition 
is so close in the jobbing and retail 
business, as well as in the wholesale, 
is another reason why jobbers are dis- 
posed to work so closely on their 
stocks. At present the margin be- 
tween the mill price and the figures 
obtained by: jobbers is so slight that 
any cost for storage would wipe out 
all the profits in many cases. As long 
as this state of affairs exists, business 
is bound to drag, as no one sees any 
inducement to spread out to any ex- 
tent. It does not seem to make any 
difference whether prices rule high or 
low, this state of affairs seems to con- 
tinue, and as a result, jobbers find it 
very difficult to make both ends meet. 
There is a difference of opinion re- 
garding the steps that should be taken 
to e cate this evil, but it seems that 
the only thing that will wipe it out 
will have to be less competition. In 
speaking of the situation, agents seem 
to e that there is more drumming 
done on the small trade, which hardly 
ever buys over a car load or so at a 
time, than there is on the large houses 
which buy from 1,000 to 10,000 barrels 
ataclip. It also seems as though the 
smaller buyers can ig more favors 
from the mills than the large buyers, 
as they will very often throw in a car 
or so of flour at figures they would 
not accept for a round lot. This seems 
to be working at the wrong end of the 
trade, and naturally the large buyers 
can see little inducement for them to 
operate with any freedom. While the 
demand throughout New England has 
been on a hand-to-mouath basis, still 
agents report quite fair amounts of 
flour moving In the aggregate, al- 
though business seems pring, ee active 
as a week ago. Buyers are beginnin 
to make a distinction between old an 
new wheats on spring patents, and the 
price of the former has been worked 
up about five cents on some of the 
more popular brands, the fall ran 
for new and old spring patents being 
now quoted at $4.60@485. Buyers 
who, a couple of weeks ago, were will- 
ing to pay $4.75, have now worked 
their bids up to $4.80, but they drag as 
hard at the $485 as they formerl 
did at $4.80. The old feeling still 
oe. to be willing to buy at about 
ive to ten cents below the asking 
price of the mills, no matter what 
that price may be, and dealers still 
claim that were the present price $5, 
the trade would be putting in bids of 
about $490@495. Straight winter 
wheats are still meeting with a fair 
business at about former prices. 
On ’change the situation continues 
quiet as a rule, with agents reporting 


a moderate business. In the oat pit | 48 


there has been considerable trading, 
for this market, the sales of the week 
footing up 339 cars of No. 2 white oats, 
which is the largest transactions of 
any week yet, the top record hereto- 
fore being 333 cars. This does not in- 
clude the spot sales. The boys felt so 
much encouraged with their good 
showing that they decided to give the 
Boston base ball clubs some points in 
the national game as well, and Friday 
afternoon about one hundred of the 
members adjourned toone of the su- 
burban base ball ks, where sides 
were chosen,jand the rest of the after- 
noon was devoted to ball.”

Must Switch Their Rivals’ Cars. 


Some time ago the Dubuque board 
of trade, in behalfof the millers, mer- 
chants, and others, made complaint 
to the Iowa railroad commission of the 
action of two roads relating to switch- 
ing matters at that point. The com- 
pe recited that the Chicago, 

ilwaukee & St. Paul and Illinois 
Central roads, which have acquired 
most of the available space in the city 
for sidetracks, refused to switch cars 
for the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & 
Northern and Minnesota & North- 
western roads, which have just en- 
tered the city, to mills and factories 
for loading, if they are to be used for 
freight to competing points, and 
raised the switching charge to $2 per 
ear for freight to non-competing 
points, thus practically embargoing 
several branches of business. 

The commissioners say the question 
is: Are the sidetracks of a railroad 
subject to the same control as the main 
line? And they hold that under sec- 
tion 1,229 of the code all property used 
for railroad pu comes within the 
law, whether it be stationhouses, side- 
tracks, or any other instrumentality 
for eee Seer and that under 
chapter 158 laws of the ninth general 
assembly railroad companies are bound 
to receive all cars of connecting roads 
at reasonable rates. The sidings of 
the Milwaukee and the [Illinois Cen- 
tral at Dubuque are public highways, 
and those companies are required to 
haul over them the cars of all other 
companies at reasonable rates, wheth- 
er the business is or is not competitive. 
A reasonable rate for switching is $1 
for one mile, $1.50 for two miles, and 
$2 for three miles. The new roads are 
not relieved, however, from providing 
suitable terminal facilities for trans- 
acting their business.

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RYE FLOUR. 


And the Progress Made in Its Man- 
ufacture. 





» Few people not engaged in handling 
rye flour are aware that an immense 
quantity of it is annually sold in this 
country. The first demand for this 
commodity in the United States was 
from the early Dutch and German set- 
tlers, and in looking over the manifests 
of the Dutch vessels arriving in New 
York in the seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries, it will be seen that 

e flour was then an article of import, 
the same as lintels and pearl barley. 
These articles were almost entirely 
consumed by our resident German 
population. As the country became 
more thickly settled, the German ele- 
ment was found among the pioneers 
who settled in Pennsylvania, where, 
being far removed from the gah of 
entry, they were compelled raise 
their own rye and establish crude mills 
for its reduction intomeal, These cus- 
tom mills soon became an institution 
and competition waxed warm. The 
immediate effect of this competition 
was to improve the grades of domestic 
manufacture with bolting devices, and 
an endeavor to eliminate the bran and 
woolly fibre. There it seems the im- 
provements stopped, possibly because 
the grades then manufactured were a 
near approach to those of the old coun- 
try, and the millers said ‘“‘what was 
good enough at home ought to be good 
enough here. We have arrived at the 
acme of rye milling. Let us stop im- 
proving”’’; and stop they did. 


w It is safe to say that until the past 


year or two no advances have been 
made in the manufacture of this article 
of food, the use of which has penetrat- 
ed to the remotest corners of our coun- 
try in the past hundred years. As an 
evidence of the authenticity of this 
statement, the assertion is advanced 
that many of the old mills of Pennsyl- 
vania are in the hands of the fourth 
and fifth generations of the same fam- 
ily, and on looking through the mills 
will be seen the old moss-covered, 
mortised, over-shot wheel, generating 
25 hp, when a proper utilization of the 
power would develop 100 or more, the 
wooden cogged gear wheels, whittled 
out by the ancient millwright; the 
two or three run of stone running close 
to the bale, showing the amount of 
ground stone that has passed into the 
stomachs of the consumers, or been 
chipped off by the mill pick. There is 
also an air of decay about these places, 
generating a feeling that one has been 
suddenly spirited from the present to 
the past century. 

In view of the advances that have 
been made in the reduction of other 
cereals to flour, it is difficult to under- 
stand why this lethargy in this partic- 
ular department should exist. The 
only solution that would seem to fit 
the case, and not relegate our German 
brethren to a contra-American state of 
retrogression, would be to suppose 
that their tastes have not been culti- 
vated to a higher standard of rye 
product. It is well known that prior 
to the introduction of the roller sys- 
tem, the stone-ground wheat flour was 
good enough for anyone, and, in fact, 
some of the highest reputations were 
made on the old buhrs, but now that 
our tastes have been cultivated toa 
high ground middlings flour, the old 
stone flour must pass into history. 

One of our most progressive sprin 
wheat millers, J. B. A. Kern, of Mil- 
waukee, is a German by birth, who has 
kept pace with all improvements, and 
in fact anticipated some in grinding 
wheat. He long ago conceived the 
idea of grinding rye on rolls, and get- 
ting the same relative improvements 
by such process as were being made in 
grinding wheat. He knew that any 
step in that direction would be con- 





trary to precedent and also be attend- 
ed with a considerable outlay. The 
head miller, E. J. Morgan, was con- 
sulted, the plans drawn, and the flow 
sheet prepared differed slightly from a 
wheat reduction sheet. e rye mill 
was constructed withia’the mill build- 
ing proper, and, considerable care was 
exercised lest the scheme should leak 
out before satisfactory results had been 
obtained. The mill started up about 
two months ago, and has been running 
steadily since. Not a spout has been 
changed, nor has a bolting cloth been 
displaced. The quality of the flour 
manufactured is beyond comparison 
with the stone flour in color and bread 
making properties. The rye is thor- 
oughly cleaned before being sent to 
the breaks, of which there are six on 
wheat and six on middlings.

It would seem that such enterprise 
in this direction should be followed 
with the signal success that attended 
the improvements in milling wheat. 
The pioneers in a movement to culti- 
vate our tastes to a higher standard 
should be rewarded in other than a 

uniary sense, but in these days of 
urried accumulations, it seems that 
any sentimental view is eliminated 
from our thoughts, and we blurt out 
“give us the best,” without any 
thought of the enterprise, hard labor 
and large investments that were ex- 
pended to gratify our demands. 





A Very Valuable Milling Adjunct. 





About a year it was briefly men- 
tioned in the MILLER that A. W 
Howard, the flour expert, formerly. 
connected with the Standard mill, had 
begun a system of flour testing and 
bread baking, of which several ne- 
ge mills were patrons. At that 
time the plan was in a very crude 
shape, Mr. Howard taking it up at the 
suggestion of local millers. Since 
then he has elaborated and perfected 
the system until it has become a valu- 
able adjunct to the quite large number 
of mills employing it. The system 
embraces the daily receipt of samples 
of flour from the mills patronizing it, 
and by acommon sense and system- 
atic plan of manipulating the dough 
and making bakings, establishing a 
record of a mill’s work, which is each 
day reported to the owner, and is al- 
ways available for reference. For 
country mills, the tests can be made 
less frequent. In gathering sampl 
the head miller retains part of the 
flour taken at the time, for future 
comparison if desired. A loaf of 
bread of full size is baked, but as a 
preliminary to demonstrateany decid- 
ed characteristic of the flour, 1 oz of 
flour is “‘doughed up’? with ¢ oz of 
water, and if it possesses unusual 
strength, more water, etc., is used in 
regular g- . Howard has 
special appliances for all the work, 
and carries out the details of tests in a 
thoroughly scientific and systematic 
manner. © formula by which he 
does the most of his bakings is as fol- 
lows: Flour, 14 0z; water, 7} 0z;' 
Fleischmann’s compressed yeast, 55 
grains ; lard, 74 grains ; salt, 40 grains; 
temperature water for making sponge, 
90°; temperature sponge box, 84°; 
temperature oven when put in, 320°; 
time of baking, 40 minutes. The above 
is for — and makes a regular 
family bread.
